Filing Nominating Petitions: 


Section 5. Nominating petitions shall be 
received by the Secretary of the Retirement 
System up to the hour of four o’clock in 
the afternoon of the first Tuesday in May. 


Names on Nominating Petitions 
to Be Checked: 


Section 6. The Secretary of the Retire- 
ment System shall cause to be compared 
the names of persons signed to the nomin- 
ating petitions with the active membership 
rolls of the Retirement System and shall 
eliminate names of persons who are not 
active members. Such comparisons shall 
be made in the presence of a person select- 
ed by the Election Commission of the City 
of Lansing.
